" 'I do not propose to do anything at all 


to accelerate war with Spain. Up to the 
present, I do not think war is either 
nocosEary or inevitable. I would be lax 
in my duty, however, If I did not pre- 
pare for the future. 
The situation ia 


grave, and the policy of the administra- 
tion will be de-tormined almost enti.-ely 
by the course of events from time to time. 
There is no -necessity o* alarmdng- tho 
people, but Co-ngresa znust be ready to 
assist the administration without making 
too many inquiries as to the course of 
current events.' 


"To a Senator who called upon him yea- 


tcrdny in order to ask some serious ques- 
tions as to the po-liey of the administra- 
tion. President McKinley with the utmost 
trankness uttered the above words. .There 
ia no doubt of the fact that the Govern- 
ment of the United States is actually pre- 
pai-ingr for war wit'h Spain. It does not 
follow that war will come, but the activ- 
ity in both the War and Navy 'Depart- 
ments is too unmistakable to be con- 
ctalod. 
"The President and his CaMnet unita 


in tho belief still, in spite, of all evidence 
to the contrary, that the explosion of the 
Maine was bhe result of an unfortunate 
accident, but t-hey recognize the. fact that 
the contrary may prove true at almost 
any hour, and if it is shown even infer- 
ea'tially t)ha.t Spain linU a hand m the 
cjutasLrophe the<re wrll be but one thing to 
do. and that will be to seize the island of 
Cuba by force of arms. At no time since 
tho war ot the rebellion has 'the military 
branch of the Government been so active 
as it is to<3ny. 
"It is a significant fact that within the 


ku?t two days there has been a remark- 
able change of opinion In the Navy De: 
pnrtment in regard to the explosion of tho 
Malno. 


"Whijn the first news arrived here last 


week, exper-ts at the department were
